THE MAYOR'S MESSAGE, 


Underground Wires, Water Filters and 
the Eight-Hour Law Touched On. 


The Municipal Assembly met Friday night 
at 7 p. m. after the-summer vacation. The 
Mayor's message was read to both branches 
immediately after roll call, (The recom- 
mendations made for consideration and 
legislation were as follows: 

The necessity of taking action to place all 
electric wires under ground. The diffi- 
culties, financial and legal, of the city 


constructing its own conduits are referred 
to, but the indiscriminate construction of 


conduits by independent companies is un- 
qualifiedly condemned. It is recommended 


that whatever plan is adopted the city 


must retain control, and that the plan 
must look to the greatest eceonomy of 
space under the streets; also that an ordt- 
nance be passed dividing the city into dis- 
tricts, as in Boston, so that when the time 
comes the change may be made simultan- 
eously .and promptly. 

The necessity for taking action to at 
least construct an experiment plant for the 
clearing of the water. The settling basim 
plan is deemed insufficient, and if a filter 
system is not soon provided it is recom- 
mended that the water rates be reduced 
since the Mayor can see no other reason 
for keeping them at the present high 
figures. „ be 

On the eight-hour ordinance the Mayor 
points out that it is largeiy inoperative ‘as 
applied to men working under contracts who 
evade the ordinance by paying by the 


hour. He thinks an amendatory ordinance 
can be passed which can be rendered ef- 
fective. 

It was pointed out that the city light 
ing contracts will expire in March, 1889, 


and legislation for the city acquiring the 
property amd operating its own plant, if 
deemed wise, should not be deferred. 

It is recommended finally that a system 
of park watehmen be established by which 
ample police protection will be afforded 


to women and children without escort in 
the remotest corners of the parks. 


Outside of the investigations of the new 
City Hall and Water-works proposed and 
the hearing of the Mayor’s message, little 
business was: transacted. 

In the Council Mr. Heckel introduced a 
bill authorizing the St.“ Louis Electric Light 
and Power Co. to construct a subway con- 
duit in the district bounded by Franklin 
and Clark avenues and Twelfth street and 
the Levee. The bill provides for a forty- 
three years’ franchise, and for the com- 


In the House the bill. appropriating $100,- 
000 for the purchase of gravel sand and 
cinders, was taken up, but was referred 
back to the Ways and Means Committee.

TENANTS GET UNEASY. 


An Effert to Get the Histeric Marney 
Building Condemned. : 


One of the historic buildings of St. 
Louls has evidently had its day. 1 

Jerome S. Higgins of the Higgins Manu- 
facturing Co., one of the tenant firms of 
the three-story brick «block on Locust 
street, between Third and Fourth streets, 


belonging to the estate of the late Gen. 
Harney, made complaint’ to the Commis- 
sioner of Buildings late Thursday after- 
noon that the building was insecure and 
was liable to collapse .at any time from 
vibrations caused by the Curran Printing 
Co.’s presses, 150 feet away. 

Mr. Higgins said there was a state of 
alarm among the tenants, and he thought 
it was about time something was done to 
strengthen the building. 

There are three store rooms in the first 
story which are occupied by the Tompkins- 
Young Printing Co., Voney’s bakery and 
the Mosler-Bahmann Safe Agency. W. C. 
Sweeter, painter, is one of the second floor 
tenants and the Higgins company has the 
entire third story. It is on the top floor 
that there is the most vibration, an 
consequently the most scare. . 

An inspector visited the premises Friday 
and made an examination, which will be 
reported for the action of the Commis- 
sioner. 

The building was erected in 1859 by D. H. 
Naylor and brother orm a ten-year leasehold 
from Gen. Harney, and was the first house 
in St. Louis to receive an iron roof. The 
upper floors were used for residence pur- 
poses, anch it was there that the actress, 
Minnie Pal 


er, was born, 

On the second floor of No. 311 the old St. 
Louis Evening Bulletin, which was sup- 
pressed in 1861 by Provost Marshal Gen. 
McKinstry for seditious articles written by 
its editor, Longuemare, the order being ex- 
ecuted by Col. O’Neill’s troops. . 

Immediately across from the building was 
a sort of cul de sac or pocket before the 
war, and is now an alley. The slave pen 
of Corbin & Lynch, the last slave dealers 
of St. Louis, and the auctions could be 
plainly seen from the windows of the west 
end of the block, now tenanted in part by 
Mr. Streeter.

GRADING WHEAT. 


‘East Side Inspectors Given the Same 


Latitude as Others.

At the meeting Friday of the Wheat In- 
spection Committee of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, exclusively announced in the Post- 


Dispatch, it was decided to permit the 
grading of No, 2 hard winter wheat to be 
the same on the east side of the river as on 
the Missouri side. 

This will take large“ quantities of wheat 
to the east side elevators. 

It is glaimed on change that this will 
operate to bring more of the Kansas City 
hospital wheat to this market. It is stated 
that there is about 4 quarter of a million 
bushels of the No. 2 hard here now and that 
a considerable proportion of this is mixed. 
The mixture is of Nebraska and Kansas 
spring wheat with the No. 2 hard winter. 

There is considerable interest shown in 
the matter on change, as it is believed that 
as soon as deliveries are attempted rejec- 
tions will be wholesale. The rumored mix- 
ing is casting suspicion on the entire stock 
of hard winter Wheat in the market, and 
if the charge of mixirfe is not disproven 
this market will be put on_a par with Kan- 
sas City and Toledo as ng suspicious in 
the matter of grading.

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OPINIONS ARE CONFLICTING. 


Some of the Authorities Think the Mat- 
ter Is Very Serious and Others 
That It Is Not. 


There is to be à full investigation of all 
matters pertaining to the construction of 
the new City Hall by the Municipal Assem- 
bly. This is regarded as ‘the only way in 
which the real truth, even about the pres- 
ent condition of the building, can be ascer- 
tained; E 

In the matter of the iron columns alleged 
to be a menace to the safety of the building 
because of the presence of blowholes, there 
is a decided difference of opinion. The board 
is not fully agreed im itself on the degree of 
danger, although ‘the report of the Commit- 
tee of the Whole was unanimously signed. 
At least two members of the board think 
some cf the columns are defective to a de- 
gree threatening tb the safety of the struc- 
ture. Others think the danger exaggerated, 
and that a little reinforeing alone is re- 


quired. Architect Mann says that the pH- 
lars are amply able to sustain a greater 
weight than they will ever be called upon 
to bear. All cast tron columns, he main- 
tains, will be found to contain blowholes 
if the paint is scraped off as in this case. 

Building Commissioner Randall agrees 
with Mr. Mann on both propositions. Iron- 
workers say the same thing. 

There is the same difference of opinion as 
to the resistance to compression of cast iron, 
wrought iron and steel. Carnegie’s tables 
give cast iron as being able to stand more 
than double the downward compression 
either wrought iron or steel will bear. Some 
architects favor st so do some of the 
members of the board. Again, in calculat- 
ing ‘the resistance per square foot to the 
length and diameter of the column, even the 

ublished tables of authorities differ. There 
s difference of opinion likewise on the ques- 
tion of responsibility. Architect Mann is 
required under the contract to superintend 
the work of construction, and some want to 
hold him responsible for allowing defective 
material to be used. Mr. Mann contends 
that as the city kept inspectors there for the 
purpose, and afterwards a clerk of the 
works, he is not responsible under the rules 
of the Architects’ Association for defective 
material. 

This view is sustained by architects and 
builders. 

In the Council Friday night Mr. Heckel 
introduced a conctirrent resolution provid- 
ing for a committee of three from the Coun- 
cil and two from the House of Delegates 
to investigate, with full power to subpoena 
witnesses, in relation to causes of delay, 
bad management; inferior workmanship, 
and excessive charges, as well as to ascer- 
tain how the maney has been expended, and 
prepare estimates of cost of completion. To 
these ends the committee is empowered 
to employ, if necessary, counsel, a sten- 
ographer, an engineer and architect. 

Mr. Kotany moved that the resolution lay 
over one week fl the Board of Public 
Improvements could report the results of 
its. investigations Mr. Clarke made the 
point that the rd of Public Improve- 
ments and City Hall Commission were in a 
sense parties to the contract, and the inves- 
tigation. should da independent of them.

STIR AMONG THE SWISS. 


Arrival and Entertainment of the Min- 
ister From Washingten. 


Dr. J. B. Pioda, Swiss Minister at Wash- 
ington, is in town. He arrived at 8 o’clock 
Friday from Chicago and was met at the 
Union Station by & committee consisting of 
Jacob Buff, Swiss Consuf in St. Louis; 8. 
Beppa and Charles Keiser, and was driven 
to the Southern Hotel, Where he was as- 


signed to suite, 96. 

An hour later Dr. Pioda said to a Post- 
Dispatch. reporter that he was on a gen- 
eral tour of the United States to get ac- 
quainted with as many of its 300,000 Swiss 
people as he could meet and to inspeect the 
fourteen Swiss consulates maintained in 
this country. He came to the United States 
in March last to succeed Mr. Clapparade, 
the retiring Minister, and is the third in 
succession of Swiss diplomatists to the 
United States. He is a lawyer by profession 
from the Canton of Tessin, is about 4 
years old and is an Italian Swiss, with 
pronounced Italian personality. 

In the St. Louis consulate jurisdiction,”’ 
said Dr. Pioda, “comprising Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and the Southern half of 
Illinois there are 17,000 Swiss of the four 
types, pure Swiss, German Swiss, French 
Swiss and Italian Swiss. It is quite a 
business to look after the interests of these 
people and see that they do not fall into 
bad hands in the settling of estates and 
in the transaction of other business which 
they left behind them on emigrating to 
America. This is one of the things our 
diplomatic and cosular service gives special

HABEAS CORPUS CASE. 


Progress of the Fight Proceedings in 
the Hot Springs Court.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Oct. 19.—There is 
serious doubt of the Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
fight taking place here. There has been a 
good deal of “sparring for wind” for the 


past week and more, but the question is 
scarcely yet nearer a solution. Corbett 
returned from Little Rock to-day at noon 
and the habeas corpus proceedings were 
resumed before Chancellor Leatherman, It 
is believed that a favorable decision will be 
rendéred by the Chancellor; yet that may 
not insure the carnival taking place here. 

It is known that the Governor still re- 
mains obdurate and insists that Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons shall not meet in this 
State. He has even declared his intention 
of preventing*it in the face of a decision of 
the court that there is no law prohibiting 
it. Just what line of procedure he will 
adopt in that event remains to be seen. 
Besides, Fitzsimmons has declared that he 
will not meet Corbett under the new rules 
adopted by the Florida Athletic Club, mak- 
ing it a soft-glove contest and limited to 
twenty-five rounds, and he refuses to come 
to Hot Springs under such conditions. Presi- 
dent Dan Stuart of the Florida Athletic 
Club and his associates have not yet aban- 
doned hope that they can pull off the fight 
here and say they will, if they can get 
Fitz here to face the champion. 

Col. George W. Murphy, the noted crim- 
inal lawyer, arrived last evening from Little 
Rock to assist in prosecuting the matter in 
court for the Florida Athletic Club. He is 
confident of getting a decision in favor of 
the fight, as he says there is no law pro- 
h. siting it. Just what turn affairs will take 
remains yet to be seen. While some of the 
ardent supporters of the proposed contest 
say the outlook is bright for pulling it off 
here, others have to some extent weakened 
and lost hope.

TWO PRESSING MUNICIPAL QUESTIONS. 


The Mayors message calls the atten- 
tion of the Municipal Assembly to 
two matters of. vital importance—the 
placing of the wires underground and 
the settlement of the municipal lighting 
question. 

It 1 to be regretted that the Mayor 
Was unable or unwilling to recommend 
definite, feasible plans for the satisfac- 
tory settlement of both of these trouble- 
some questions, but he has at least done 
his duty in urging upon the Municipal 
Assembly the importance of prompt ac- 
tion regarding them, and suggesting the 
lines upon which the settlement must be 
considered. 

In the matter of burying the wires, 
while intimating that there are legal 
obstacles in the way of building a munic-., 
ipal conduit, the Mayor vigorously sup- 
ports the peint insisted upon by the Post- 
Dispatch that the city permit the build- 
ing of only one general conduit and re- 
tain control of that conduit. 

Although the message seems to lean 
towards the ownership of the municipal 
lighting plant, the Mayor does not go 
the length of recommending it. But if he 
had investigated the subject and -ob- 
tained the statistics from which the Post- 
Dispatch recently quoted, he could have 
shown that municipal lighting costs only 
from one-half to one-sixth as much as 
lighting by contract. There can be no 
question of the feasibility and economy 
of municipal lighting. 

It is fhe Municipal Assembly’s business 
to determine what shall be done in both 
of these matters, and, as the Mayor has 
pointed out, expeditious action is neces- 
sary.

THE GLOVE-CONTEST DODGE. 


The Post-Dispatch does not believe the 
report that Gov. Clarke has been in- 
duced to look with more favor on the 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons fight by the argu- 
ment that the men will have a glove 
contest wholly different from a brutal 
prize fight, because it does not believe 
that Gov. Clarke and his advisers are 
Tools. 

The stupidest man who knows any- 
thing at all knows that calling a prize 
fight a glove contest is a palpable dodge 
to evade the law. Everyone who knows 
anything about prize fighting knows that 
the gloves used in the ring make the 
fists more effective for hammering than 
they would be if bare. Everyone ought 
to know that if it were announced and 
generally believed or even suspected that 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons would have @ 
genuine glove contest for points and not 
‘a fight to a finish, the managers would 
not clear a third of their expenses, Few 
would go to see it. 

When the two prize fighters meet in 
the ring they will meet for a fight to a 
finish, and no amount of talk can con- 
vince @ sane man to the contrary. Gov. 
Clarke should and undoubtedly will pro- 
ceed on that theory to stop the fight.

The former’s 
nomination as Vice-President, the Ohio 
Statesman says, was the whim of Conk- 
ling to annoy President Hayes. 

As showing the stinging criticism of which 
he is capable, the following statement made 
by Mr. Sherman at the time the impeach- 
ment proceedings against President Johnson 
were instituted, is of interest. He said of 
Mr. Johnson: The truth is, he is a slave 
to his passions and resentments. No man 
can confide in him. I regard him as a 
foolish and stubborn man, doing even right 
things in a wrong way, and in a position 
where the evil that he does is immensely 
increased by his manner of doing it.” 


YOUNG MACKAY’S DEATH. 


Fatal Accident to the Bonanza King’s 
Son in Paris. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 19.—John 
W. Mackey, Jr., who was killed in Paris 


yesterday was the eldest son of the bonanza 
millionaire and telegraph and cable mag- 
nate, John W. Mackey. 

The report says that young Mr. Mackay 
was thrown from his horse while riding and 
never regained consciousness. He died about 
three hours after the accident. 

The deceased was about 2% years of age, 
having been born in 1870. He and Clarence, 
aged about 28, were the only children of 
the millionaire, 
ing a step daughter. 

For the past six months the young man 
who met his sudden death, and his brother 
have beeh spending their vacation in Eu- 
rope, partly with their mother, partly with 
their step sister, Eva, the Princess Col- 
onna, aad at the time of the fatality the 
two brothers and the Psincess were together 
in Paris. Mr. Mackay, Sr., is in this city 
and received only a brief cablegram an- 
nouncing the accident and death. Efforts 
to obtain further particulars were fruitless. 
Mr. Mackay is overcome with grief.
